It might also seem a 
strange to some to read a paper fr 
the World Council of Churches at Gen 
which is a summary of a study docum 
entitled “Christians and the Preventi 
of War in an Atomic Age — A Th 
logical Discussion.” 


To discuss prevention of war in th 
logical terms is to relate it to the ¥ 
of God and is another way of comi 
to grips with something like the pact 
position that a Christian may have 
decide between obedience to the state a 
obedience to God. The following quo 
tions from the above-mentioned summ: 
illustrate this and indicate at least part 
the trend of the discussion at the rec 
meeting of the Central Committee of | 
World Council at Nyborg, Denmark.

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Darwinism After 100 Years 


A Darwin Centennial was observed the 
first week in September in Bloomington, 
Ill., and Montreal, Canada. It was on 
July 1, 1858, that Charles Darwin, five 
years before his death, first made public 
his theory of evolution, an integral part 
of which was the inheritance of acquired 
characteristics and the theory that different 
species evolved from common ancestors. 


The reading public has been made 
sharply aware of the strength of Darwin- 
ism by the cover picture on the September 
1 issue of Newsweek and the featured 
editorial by Edwin Diamond, Newsweek’s 
science editor. His opening statement is 
startling to those who have felt that, 
during the 100 years of debate, few remain 
who hold to the Darwinian theory. News- 
week says: ‘Outrageous to some, inspiring 
to others, Charles Darwin’s theory of 
evolution has completely dominated the 
intellectual climate of the past century.” 
It goes on to introduce the article with 
the information that during the first week 
of September, 3,000 biologists and 1,400 
geneticists in Bloomington and Montreal 
were pressing on with Darwin’s work. 

One of Stalin’s pet plant biologists, 
Trofim Lysenko, is mentioned as. still 
holding tenaciously to the theory of in- 
heritance of acquired characteristics — a 
theory repudiated by almost all Western 
geneticists. 


The article in question speaks of the 
rediscovery of Mendel’s work in 1900 as 
a vindication of Darwin’s theory and the 
birth of the modern science of genetics. 
It goes on to briefly describe in modern 
terms the genes which control the devel- 


‘opment of life. Just for the record, the 


Montreal scientists picture the gene as 
“an incredibly complex compound known 
as deoxyriboneucleci acid (DNA) in a 
protein jacket. And through their knowl- 
edge of DNA, some of them were willing 
to picture the beginning of life itself — 
not from a worm out of chaos, but from 
simple clumps of DNA drifting in roiling 
oceans of the primitive planet earth.” 
The article is not as startling as its 
introduction and comes to no scientific 
conclusion as to the origin of species. 
Significantly, it closes with a question

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about the destiny of man raised by Dr. 
Theodosius Dobzhansky of Columbia Uni- 
versity: 

“One of the great paradoxes of this 
age is that man has applied his burgeoning 
knowledge to almost everything but him- 
self. What of the future? Man can hardly 
afford to be in the dark concerning his 
destiny much longer.” 

Religious magazines, such as Christian- 
ity Today, also anticipated the public 
interest in the Montreal convention of 
scientists. Under the same publishing date 
(Sept. 1), Gordon H. Clark, in that 
periodical, takes ““A Fresh Look at Evolu- 
tion’ in which he urges just what the 
title suggests. Although he calls evolu- 
tion “‘still a theory without evidence and 
not a fact with which science may rest 
assured,” he deplores some of the extrava- 
gant statements made in the past by 
Christian leaders of thought. His article 
is much more detailed than the one in 
Newsweek. 

Editorially, the magazine discusses 
“Science and the Bible’ quite objectively, 
and makes statements which are thought- 
provoking. 

“If the Christian revelation is to serve 
again as a frame for the integration of 
all the experiences of life, the concerns 
of science in this century after Darwin 
must be faced with new concern,” affirms 
the editor. 

“To the detriment of the Christian 
movement,” the editorial added, “the dis- 
cussion between Christianity and science 
was seriously hampered in a number of 
respects through excessive claims made 
by leading religious spokesmen.” 

The magazine said the “most conspicu- 
ous” of the religious arguments harmful 
to Christianity is the “doctrine of the 
absolute fixity of species.”

He adds the comment, ‘Please note 
hat the dissatisfaction must be with your- 
velf and how you perform rather than 
‘vith someone else and how he performs.” 


| As I tread this statement I began to

The answers to 
these questions were not entirely satis- 
actory. How are yours? 


During this Conference year let each 
of us examine his Sabbath. Should you 
have some experiences which have made 
‘the Sabbath more vital to you or your 
amily, please send them to me. I am 
‘especially interested in success patterns 
that families have followed to provide 
challenging activities to enrich the Sab- 
lbath for their children. Experiences of 
young people in getting employment 
jwhile in school and participation in extra- 
curricular activities which have built char- 
‘acter and confidence within the framework 
of the Sabbath will be most helpful to 
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other parents and children. The service- 
man and the student in a Sundaykeeping 
college will have unique problems. Ex- 
periences of persons who have been able 
to meet these challenges will certainly be 
comforting to others. 


In Matthew 18: 4, Christ says, “Who- 
soever therefore shall humble himself as 
this little child, the same is greatest in 
the kingdom of heaven.” Shall we very 
humbly seek the will of God in this impor- 
tant matter? Once we find a portion of 
truth, let us then be willing to share it 
with others.

The Rev. David C. Pearson, head of 
our mission in Nyasaland, writes under 
date of August 19, 1958: 

“The good word, long awaited, has 
arrived. Details are now complete and 
Makapwa Mission is now authorized to 
enter into possession of the new church 
plot. Although the lease will not be made 
out for some time, the terms of the lease 
took effect August 1, 1958.” 

Continuing, Pastor Pearson writes: 

“On the next morning after hearing the 
news, it was decided that on the follow- 
ing day a ‘ground breaking’ would be 
held. Today, our mission foreman and 
local deacon, Mr. Candle Nangazi, was 
the first to turn the soil. Shortly there- 
after, others labored, each in turn using 
the same hoe, while ‘Work for the Night 
Is Coming’ was sung. We desire the hoe 
to become the permanent possession of 
our Historical Society, Plainfield, New 
Jersey. 

““To God be the glory, great things 
He hath done’; great things He will do!” 
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who shows a very definite and vital inter- 
est in us as a people, a man who came to 
me after I received the gavel last year 
at Conference and said, ‘I would like to 
make a gavel for a Conference president.’ 
After I returned home I wrote to him, ‘I 
would like for you to do so.’

Looking Ahead 


(Taken from annual report of Seventh Day Baptist Missionary Society.) 


So that our Seventh Day Baptist churches and fellowships may be growing 
spiritually and numerically during the coming year, a list of eight goals has 
been prepared. These are suggested as targets toward which we should be 
aiming. It would be well for church leaders to check these goals more than 
once during the year to note the progress being made. 


The list of suggested goals follows: 
1. Every family and individual having daily Bible reading and prayer. 


2. Every church creating an evangelistic atmosphere that will encourage 
commitments to Christ, to the pastoral ministry, and to missionary service. 


3. Every church working toward a 10% increase in church attendance 
over the previous year. 


4. Every church enlisting a group of lay workers for regular visitation 
evangelism. 


5. Every organization in the local church seeking to win souls for Christ. 


6. Every church finding each year a number of new prospects equal to 
at least 10% of its membership. 


7. Every church promoting at least three evangelistic activities during 
the year, such as: evangelistic preaching, lay visitation, training class in 
church membership, Vacation Bible School and Youth Camp witnessing, or 
other appropriate ways to outreach. 


8. Every church participating in World Wide Communion the Sabbath 
preceding the first Sunday of October; every church participating in Men 
and Missions Sabbath on the second Sabbath of October (this may be designated 
“One Great Day of Witnessing”); every church participating in the Week of 
Prayer in the Churches, the first full week of January. 


Conclusion of Annual Report of Missionary Society 


We earnestly hope and pray that God will grant an outpouring of His 
Spirit upon our churches and upon each of us who has called upon His 
name such that we will be more united in our witness and more effective 
in His service. The providing of the necessary funds and leadership for a 
city evangelist seems greatly needed in order to help our smaller church groups 
and fellowships establish strong and independent: churches, but we need to 
search our hearts and motives carefully in this matter. Are we able to analyze 
our hopes and wishes concerning the securing of this proposed city evangelist 
to see how much of the wish comes from a desire to shift the burden of 
evangelistic outreach to some “responsible’’ person, so that we, ourselves, 
can be set free from the necessity to go work and witness for Christ right where 
we are? Can we not encourage our churches to establish branch churches right 
in the area or Association where we live? Along with the appointment of 
a city evangelist must go our willingness to pray, witness, and give more. 


There is urgency in the Lord’s work. We are stewards of the Gospel. 
We are of those who have heard the good news and have accepted the Savior 
to the cleansing and forgiveness of our sins. Therefore, we now have a 
message to share and there is urgency in sharing it. As stewards of the 
Gospel we will be expected to give an accounting of the faithfulness with 
which we have witnessed for Christ. It is no simple thing to be holding 
this treasure in earthen vessels. We ‘call on all to work while it is day for 
the night cometh when no man can work. Today is the acceptable time.

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Change in Statement of Belief 
Easily Adopted by Conference 
By the Editor 

There has been no _ predetermined 
method by which minor changes could 
be made in a short space of time in the 
printed Statement of Belief of Seventh 
Day Baptists. The present statement 
adopted by Conference in 1937 was a 
complete restudy of a much earlier state- 
ment. It involved a long study by a 
special committee, and was debated at 
considerable length on the Conference 
floor that year. The wording in some 
cases was the best compromise of divergent 
modes of expression that could be achieved 
at that time. Seventh Day Baptists do not 
have a creed in the sense that some other 
denominations do. Like other Baptists, their 
congregational government and their in- 
sistence on liberty of conscience do not 
allow them to insist on complete unity 
of thought expression. Most of them like 
to affirm that they take the Bible, and the 
Bible only, as their standard of faith and 
practice. 

Since 1937 a number of people have 
sought to make our present statement 
clearer by changes in a few places. Others 
have felt that we should leave well enough 
alone or have not seen the significance of 
the particular alterations sought. 

During the current year the thinking 
of a considerable number of people was 
brought together before Conference action 
was sought. Two committees of the Tract

Auley C. and Estella (Brocking) Davis, 
5 wife, lived all their nearly sixty-eight 
ars of married life in the vicinity of 
liloh except for a few short periods. 
hey have spent many winters in Florida. 
In his youth he worked with his father 
the mason trade, and later began teach- 
school. While teaching, he studied 
‘ensively until he had attained all the 
unty and state teacher’s certificates 
ued by the New Jersey State Depart- 
snt of Education. However, he con- 
ued his studies until he was awarded 
diploma by the State University. For 
out thirty years he taught and super- 
sed in all the departments of the public 


ul 
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schools of New Jersey. He retired from 
teaching twenty-five years ago, but con- 
tinued to do some work at his trade until 
his last recent illness. He retained his 
membership in both the New Jersey Edu- 
cation Association and the New Jersey 
Association of Retired Teachers. 


He always exhibited a keen interest in 
the affairs of the community and of the 
church of which he was a faithful member 
for sixty-nine years, except for one year 
when he transferred his membership to 
the Seventh Day Baptist Church at West 
Halleck, Ill, where he was employed. 
More than sixty years ago he was ordained 
a deacon in the Shiloh Church and was 
faithful to this trust. For several years 
he was superintendent of the Sabbath 
School, and he taught the Adult Men’s 
Bible Class for many years. As a member 
of the Shiloh Church Cemetery Committee 
he was intensely interested in the care 
and upkeep of this very old burial ground. 


At two different times he was mayor of 
the Borough of Shiloh, one time for ten 
consecutive years, before he retired. He 
was a member of Evening Star Lodge, No. 
97, F.&A.M., of Excelsior Consistory, and 
was a past officer of the local lodge of 
Red Men, and a member of the Cumber- 
land County Historical Society. He and 
his wife were devoted members of the 
Grange. 


He read widely and was well versed 
on the vicissitudes and accomplishments 
of God’s chosen people, the Hebrews, 
from the time of Abraham to the present. 
It was his custom before retiring to place 
to place his Bible on his desk opened to 
a page where he would read a passage 
upon arising in the morning. His many 
relatives and friends will remember him 
as a devout Christian and an untiring 
worker for any cause which he believed 
to be right and just.
